THE COLD WEATHER AND SNOW BLOCK­ 
ADES OF 1830-1. 
Tho winter of 1880 and ’HI owl! long 
be remembered for the intensely cold 
weather, the deep snow, furious storms, 
and railway blockades. -The winter was 
not colder than that of 1875, but there 
have l>een more blinding storms, deeper 
snow, aud a longer winter, than have 
been known since the memorable winter 
of 1842-3 of which we wrote a few days 
ago. Tho cold weather of the present 
winter began early in November, aud on 
the 21st of that 
month, 
the ther­ 
mometer 
stood

zero 
in 
the 
morning.

the 23d, it went to zero, aud during the 
balance of the mouth, it ringed from 6 to 
38 degrees above. In December there 
were nine days w heu the thermometer 
went below zero, tile coldest day beiug 
the 28th, when the mercury marked 18 
degrees Indow, and on tin* morning of 


were again running on time. 
THE SEIXJXD ll IAK'KADE. 
On Saturday, tho 2Gth of February, it 
began to raiu, and during the afternoon 
and evening the fall was very heavy, 
which continued till Sunday morning. 
At eight o’clock it began to snow, and 
the w’ind blew with almost terrific fierce­ 
ness until after midnight on Monday 
morning. There seemed to be a contest 
between the snow and tho wind as to 
which should lie master of the situation. 
On Mouday the storm gave way, and 
clear weather followed. 
All trains were

De gustibus 
non est disputandum, and those w*ho 
cannot endure the full flavor of this root 
will have no trouble in subduing it But 
it should fie known that the saccharine 
and gummy* constituents that are re­ 
moved and therefore lost in the custom­ 
ary modes of cooking, are the most nu­ 
tritious portions, and communicate to 
the dish when it is cooked, on what we 
may call conservative principles, a far 
finer flavor than the majority of people 
have any idea of. That we may be 
understood, we will ask the reader to 
cook two turnips in two different ways. 
The first is to be peeled and sliced, and 
left to soak in cold water for an hour or 
more. 
The slices arc to be boiled until 
quite tender, and then are to be drained 
and nicely mashed with butter. This 
is the most common method of cooking, 
and it has the demerit of washing out 
the' gum and sugar, and other lino con­ 
stituents of the root, and consequently 
the flavor is very much reduced. Tho 
other root is to be washed quite clean, 
but it is not to be peeled, or cut, or 
soaked. 
Boil it whole in its “ jacket” 
It will take twice as long to cook as tho 
one that was cut When, by trying it 
with a fork, you find it quite tender, 
take it up, peel it press it moderately 
and mash it with batter. 
Yon will be 
surprised as the difference. 
Instead of 
being, as perhaps you will expect, 
“ strong,” “ rank,” or “ bitter,” it will 
be delicious, full-flavored, and will con­ 
tain all the nourishment that was in it 
before it was cooked.—Caterer.
